of how Ferdinand Foch became Al- 
lied Generalissimo is told by Maj-

ed, who was America's representative 
on the Supreme Council, in an article 
published by -the magazine, Foreign 
Affairs. 
General Bliss said that one of his 


first acts, after he arrived overseas in 
November, 1917. as a member of the 
American Mission.'was to recommend 
to President Wilson unified control of 
the armies, and, if necessary, a uni- 
fied command.
